Students and parents pray for victims of a school shooting 


CHARDON (AFP) - The 
death toll from a high school 
shooting in Ohio rose to three 
Tuesday with two more teens 
succumbing to wounds suf¬ 
fered when a fellow student 
opened fire in a high school 
cafeteria. 

The alleged shooter, iden¬ 
tified as 17-year-old TJ Lane, 
opened fire Monday with a 
handgun on a group of fellow 
students in the cafeteria of 
Chardon High School in sub¬ 
urban Cleveland shortly after 
the start of the school day. 

Demetrius Hewlin and 
Russell King died Tuesday 
from gunshot wounds suf¬ 


fered in the attack. Sixteen- 
year-old Daniel Parmertor 
died in hospital shortly after 
the shooting. Two others, a 
boy and a girl, were wounded 
but now in stable condition. 

"We are very saddened by 
the loss of our son and others 
in our Chardon community," 
Hewlin's family said in a 
statement. 

Lane was to be arraigned 
at a juvenile court hearing at 
2030 GMT, authorities said. 

Shocked residents of this 
close-knit community strug¬ 
gled to comprehend how the 
tragedy could have happened.

Punchy Obama hits 
Republicans over auto 
bailout 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
pugnacious President Barack 
Obama tore into Republican 
opponents for talking "a load 
of you-know-what" on the 
campaign trail and fighting 
efforts to save the US auto in¬ 
dustry on Tuesday. 

In a barn-storming speech 
before 1,500 auto workers, 
Obama accused rivals of 
brazen dishonesty over the 
$80 billion auto bailout, as he 
injected himself into Tues¬ 
day's close-fought Michigan 
Republican primary. 

Republican candidates 
Mitt Romney, Rick Santorum 
and Newt Gingrich vehe¬ 
mently opposed government 
help for General Motors and 
Chrysler, but have struggled 
to square that stance with vot¬ 
ers in a state that is home to 
generations of autoworkers. 

Santorum and Romney 
are tied in the polls. 

With General Motors 
posting record profits and 
Chrysler back in rude health, 
Obama contrasted his poli¬ 
cies with past Republican — 
and particularly Romney's — 
entreaties to "let Detroit go 
bankrupt." 

In full campaign flow, 
Obama did not refer to his 
rival by name but repeatedly 
quoted a 2008 article penned 


by Romney arguing the gov¬ 
ernment should "let Detroit 
go bankrupt." 

On the defensive, the 
Michigan-born former gover¬ 
nor has frequently accused 
Obama of engineering the 
bailout to help his union 
friends, leveling charges of 
"crony capitalism." 

Obama hit back at that 
charge, using unusually 
strong language. 

"You've got folks saying, 
well, the real problem is — 
what we really disagreed 
with was the workers, they all 
made out like bandits — that 
saving the auto industry was 
just about paying back the 
unions." 

"I mean, even by the stan¬ 
dards of this town, that's a 
load of you-know-what." 

"Since when are hard¬ 
working men and women 
who are putting in a hard 
day's work every day — since 
when are they special inter¬ 
ests? Since when is the idea 
that we look out for one an¬ 
other a bad thing?" 

While Michigan reliably 
votes Democrat in the gen¬ 
eral election, Obama's cam¬ 
paign braintrust will hope his 
message seals a win there in 
November plays well in 
nearby Ohio and Indiana.

Thousands protest in Syrian 
capitai: activists

Some remains of 
9/11 victims taken 
to landfili: Pentagon 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Thou¬ 
sands of mourners took to the 
streets of the Syrian eapital on 
Tuesday for the funerals of 
eivilians killed in the regime’s 
eraekdown on dissent, ae- 
tivists said. 

’’Thousands of people at¬ 
tended at noon the funeral of 
two martyrs killed on Sunday 
and Monday in Kfar Sousa,” a 
residential neighbourhood in 
western Damaseus, said Mo- 


OTTAWA (AFP) - Canada’s 
top eourt on Tuesday ordered 
Time magazine to pay a Que¬ 
bec man $16,000 for mislead¬ 
ing him to believe in a letter 
meant to sell subscriptions that 
he had won a sweepstakes. 

The Supreme Court upheld 
a lower court decision that 
found the layout of the adver¬ 
tisement and sentences in bold 
print such as ”Jean-Marc 
Richard has won a cash prize” 
gave a false impression, de¬ 
spite a disclaimer in small 
print. 

It awarded Jean-Marc 
Richard the payout for moral 
injuries and punitive damages 
for misleading advertising. 

In its ruling, the high court 


hammed al-Shami. 

’’The protesters were sur¬ 
rounded by security agents 
who threw tear-gas grenades,” 
said the spokesman of the 
Damascus chapter of the Local 
Coordination Committees, an 
umbrella group of anti-regime 
protesters. 

The head of the Britain- 
based Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights monitoring 


said advertisements must be 
considered ’’from the perspec¬ 
tive of the average consumer, 
who is credulous and inexperi¬ 
enced and takes no more than 
ordinary care to observe that 
which is staring him or her in 
the face upon first entering into 
contact with an entire adver¬ 
tisement. 

Court documents said 
Richard received an ’’Official 
Sweepstakes Notification” in 
his mail in August 1999 that 
included ’’several exclamatory 
sentences in bold uppercase 
letters” suggesting he had won 
a cash prize of $833,337. 

A clause in small print said 
the awarding of the prize was 
conditional on him holding a 


group said 5,000 people took 
part in the funeral protest. 

Damascus has seen rela¬ 
tively few protests since the 
dissent movement against the 
regime of President Bashar al- 
Assad erupted nearly a year 
ago. 

’’The number of protests is 
increasing as the repression 
worsens,” said Abdel Rahman. 

Hundreds of protesters also 
filled the streets of the historic 
neighbourhood of Midan on 
Tuesday for the funeral of an¬ 
other civilian killed by regime 
forces, Shami said. 

Mourners emerged from 
mosques and took to the 
streets, he said. 

Demonstrations were also 
reported in the districts of 
Barzeh, Zamalka and Irbin 
near Damascus despite a mas¬ 
sive deployment of security 
sources, activists said. Accord¬ 
ing to the Observatory, more 
than 30 students were arrested 
at Damascus University.

The high court disagreed. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Some portions of remains re¬ 
covered from the September 
11 attacks were incinerated 
and eventually dumped in a 
landfill, the Defense Depart¬ 
ment revealed Tuesday for the 
first time. 

The revelation came from a 
Pentagon review of a military 
mortuary at Dover Air Force 
Base that has been blamed for 
mishandling the remains of 
troops killed in the wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The portions of remains 
came from the 2001 attacks on 
the Pentagon and from a hi¬ 
jacked airliner that went down 
in Shanksville, Pennsylvania, 
on 9/11, according to the re¬ 
port. 

The military had acknowl¬ 
edged last year that some por¬ 
tions of remains of fallen 
soldiers at the Dover mortuary 
in Delaware had been inciner¬ 
ated and disposed of at a land¬ 
fill in Virginia, a practice that 
angered military families and 
led to a new policy. 

Starting in 2008, the mili¬ 
tary decided to dispose of 
unidentified cremated remains 
at sea. 

But the review released 
Tuesday said ’’several portions 
of remains from the Pentagon 
attack and the Shanksville, 
Pennsylvania, crash site” also 
were taken to a landfill. 

’’These cremated portions 
were then placed in sealed 
containers that were provided 
to a biomedical waste disposal 
contractor,” it said. 

The report contradicted an 
earlier account from the air 
force, which had said last year 
there were no records that 
showed how remains were 
handled before 2003. 

Air Force Secretary 
Michael Donley said the serv¬ 


ice had accepted ’’responsibil¬ 
ity and culpability” over the 
mismanagement of the Dover 
mortuary but was now work¬ 
ing to ensure no more mis¬ 
takes occur. 

”Our focus is from here for¬ 
ward.” Donley told reporters. 

The review commissioned 
by the Pentagon called for bol¬ 
stering oversight and restruc¬ 
turing the chain of command 
overseeing the mortuary. 

Last year, investigators 
found ’’gross mismanagement” 
at the US Air Force mortuary, 
with body parts lost in two 
cases and remains of others 
mishandled.

Wounded British journaiist 
'safe in Lebanon*

BEIRUT (AFP) - Wounded 
British journalist Paul Conroy 
has been smuggled safely out 
of the besieged Syrian rebel 
eity of Homs and erossed into 
Lebanon, offieials said on 
Tuesday. 

But there was uneertainty 
over the fate of Freneh re¬ 
porter Edith Bouvier, who was 
first reported to have also es- 
eaped before that was denied. 

An international NGO, 
Avaaz, said three aetivists 
were killed in a reseue opera¬ 
tion for the wounded journal¬ 
ists. 

Freneh President Nieolas 
Sarkozy retraeted an earlier 
statement in whieh he had 
eonfirmed that Bouvier, who 
has multiple fraetures, had es- 
eaped from the besieged dis- 
triet of Baba Amr in Homs. 


HAVANA (AFP) - Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez was in 
good eondition Tuesday after 
surgeons in Cuba removed a 
lesion from the pelvie area 
where they eut out a eaneerous 
tumor last year, Viee President 
Elias Jaua said. 

Venezuelan offieials have 
never speeified the kind of 
eaneer the leftist president has, 
but they have denied the ean¬ 
eer has spread to other organs. 

Jaua said doetors will study 
the results of the operation to 
determine ’’the optimum way 
to treat the lesion.” 

Cuban television also re¬ 
ported that Chavez was oper¬ 
ated on sueeessfully in the 
Center for Medieal-Surgieal 
Investigations (CIMEQ), 
Cuba's most modem hospital. 

Chavez deelared himself 
eaneer-free last Oetober, be¬ 
fore announeing on February 
21 that a small lesion had been 


"It is not eonfirmed that she 
is now safe in Febanon,” he 
said, adding that the situation 
was "unelear” and "eompli- 
eated”. 

On its website, the newspa¬ 
per also noted that "the Freneh 
embassy in Beimt has indi- 
eated it is not able to eonfirm 
mmours about the journalist's 
evaeuation to Febanon." 

Both journalists were 
wounded in a Febmary 22 
roeket attaek on a makeshift 
media eentre in Baba Amr, a 
rebel stronghold in the eentral 
Syrian eity of Homs, in whieh 
US veteran reporter Marie 
Colvin and Freneh photogra¬ 
pher Remi Oehlik were killed. 

Two other journalists 
trapped in Homs are William 
Daniels, a photographer who 
also was on assignment for Fe 


diseovered. 

The possible return of 
Chavez's eaneer has east doubt 
over his Oetober 7 re-eleetion 
bid, likely to be the most 
elosely eontested presidential 
eleetion in years. 

Chavez, 57, who remains 
aetive as president while ab¬ 
sent from Venezuela, has been 
in power sinee 1999. 

The leftist firebrand now 
faees a strong ehallenge from 
39-year-old Henrique 

Capriles, who was ehosen as 
the sole opposition eandidate 
in a primary earlier this month. 

Chavez has used 
Venezuela's vast oil wealth on 
popular soeial programs and to 
help keep his Communist ally 
Cuba afloat, as he eourted anti- 
US allies from Iran to Fibya. 

Jaua's announeement fol¬ 
lowed days of speeulation 
about Chavez's health, whieh 
eontinued Tuesday.

Conroy's employers, 
Britain's Sunday Times news¬ 
paper, said he was "in good 
shape and good spirits" fol¬ 
lowing his eseape.

Brazilian journalist Merval 
Pereira said on his blog that 
Chavez was been operated on 
overnight Monday in Havana 
for an exploratory laparotomy 
beeause the ease "seemed 
more eomplieated" than ex- 
peeted. 

Venezuelan journalist Nel¬ 
son Boearanda wrote in El 
Universal that a Brazilian doe- 
tor traveled to Havana Sunday 
to take part in evaluating 
Chavez and that a Russian spe- 
eialist also helped by tele¬ 
phone. 

WikiFeaks meanwhile pub¬ 
lished emails from Texas- 
based intelligenee firm Stratfor 
Sunday ineluding a Venezue¬ 
lan souree who said that 
Cuban doetors gave Chavez 
two years to live while the 
Russians believed he had less 
than a year due to improper 
medieal equipment.

The last major school 
shooting incident in Ohio was 
in Cleveland in 2007 when a 
14-year-old student killed him¬ 
self after wounding two teach¬ 
ers and two fellow students. 

The deadliest school shoot¬ 
ing in the United States was 
the 2007 massacre at Virginia 
Tech University that left 33 
people dead. The worst high 
school shooting was in 1999 at 
Columbine High School in 
Colorado, where two students 
killed 12 fellow students and a 
teacher. 

Chardon's schools superin¬ 
tendent said students would re¬ 
sume a nearly-normal class 
schedule by Friday, although 
law enforcement and mental 
health experts would continue 
to be present. 

The tragedy is a reminder 
that the events that rocked the 
school this week "can happen 
everywhere," Superintendent 
Joseph Bergant said. "We're 
not just any old place, 
Chardon. This is every place." 

A candlelit vigil was to be 
held late Tuesday at a local 
church.

Sweden eyes law allowing 
insemination of single 
women 



STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Swe¬ 
den will likely move to allow 
single women to receive artifi¬ 
cial insemination after three of 
the government’s four coali¬ 
tion parties said Tuesday they 
would push for changes to ex¬ 
isting legislation. 

”We are convinced that a 
person’s suitability as a parent 
does not depend on whether or 
not they are living as a cou¬ 
ple,” parliamentarians from 
Prime Minister Fredrik Rein- 
feldt’s conservative Moderate 
Party, and coalition members 
the Centre and Liberal parties, 
wrote in Swedish daily Sven- 
ska Dagbladet. 

The three parties, which 
were not joined by the last 
member of their centre-right 
coalition the Christian Democ¬ 
rats, said they would propose 
during a parliamentary session 
Tuesday a change to the cur¬ 
rent law allowing only women 
in committed relationships to 
undergo artificial insemina¬ 
tion. 

Although the Christian De¬ 
mocrats do not back the pro¬ 
posal, it is expected to win 
widespread support in parlia¬ 
ment from the left-leaning op¬ 
position parties, which have 
made similar proposals in re¬ 
cent years. 

Sweden, which is consid¬ 
ered a world leader in gender 
equality and minority rights, 
has allowed lesbian couples to 


undergo artificial insemination 
since 2005 and allows gay 
couples to adopt children. 

But ’’Swedish law still dif¬ 
ferentiates between the possi¬ 
bility for couples and singles 
to become parents,” the three 
parliamentarians wrote in 
Svenska Dagbladet, noting 
that many single Swedish 
women have chosen to travel 
abroad to undergo the proce¬ 
dure. 

”We think there should not 
be a judicial differentiation be¬ 
tween families made up of one 
or two parents the way it is 
done today,” they wrote. 

Kristina Grandin, who went 
to Denmark for the insemina¬ 
tion that led to the birth of her 
two-and-a-half-year-old 
daughter, hailed the decision. 

’’The important thing is not 
that a child has a biological 
mother and father, but that 
children are surrounded by 
adults who take care of them 
and love them,” she told 
Swedish public radio. 

Goeran Haegglund, the 
head of the Christian Democ¬ 
rats, disagreed. 

” We think this is a very bad 
proposal.... What one is doing 
here is creating a law that will 
remove some children’s right 
to one of their parents,” he told 
the TT news agency. 

”We need more fathers in 
children’s lives, not fewer,” he 
insisted.

Melting Arctic causes 
snowier winters: study 



(AFP) - Melting sea ice in the 
Arctic may be causing the 
snowier winters the northern 
hemisphere has experienced 
in the last two seasons, US 
and Chinese researchers re¬ 
ported. 

The level of Arctic sea ice 
reached a new record low in 
2007, said the study led by the 
Georgia Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy and published in the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 

Meanwhile, above-average 
snowfall has blanketed large 
parts of the northern United 
States, northwestern and cen¬ 
tral Europe, and northern and 
central China. 

The northern hemisphere 
has recorded its second and 
third largest snow covers in 
documented history in the last 
two seasons, spanning the 
winters of 2009-2010 and 
2010 - 2011 . 

Researchers believe the 
disappearing Arctic ice is 
sending more water vapor into 
the air, and is interfering with 
atmospheric currents and 
westerly winds that would 
typically have swept snowy 
weather northward. 

Instead, more cold air is 
descending into the middle 
and lower latitudes, "leading 
to increased heavy snowfall in 
Europe and the northeast and 
midwest regions of the United 


States," said Jiping Liu, a sen¬ 
ior research scientist at Geor¬ 
gia Tech. 


(AFP) - Mozilla, which 
brought the free web browser 
Firefox to the masses, now 
wants to do the same for mo¬ 
bile users, with a new open 
source operating system that 
could drastically slash smart¬ 
phone prices.

Internet: Russia's new anti-Putin 
weapon 


(AFP)- Russia’s new Internet- 
savvy opposition is going on¬ 
line to protest and monitor 
the presidential elections on 
March 4, bringing its iPhones 
and Twitter into the fray 
against Vladimir Putin. 

As jokes and spoof videos 
about Putin, expected to win 
back the presidency in Sun¬ 
day’s polls, spread like wild¬ 
fire on social networking 
sites and YouTube, opposi¬ 
tion activists are using the In¬ 
ternet to promote their cause. 

After a slow start, Internet 
use has sky-rocketed in Rus¬ 
sia in recent years and last 
year the country overtook 
Germany as having Europe’s 
largest number of Internet 
users, a development the op¬ 
position have not hesitated to 
exploit. 

This week a Moscow- 
based programme developer, 
Alexei Chistyakov, 29, pre¬ 
sented a new iPhone app to 
allow election monitors at 
polling stations to instantly 
report violations.

Oil prices dive on global demand concerns 



Dow closes above 


13,000 for first 
time since 2008 


NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
oil prices sank further on 
Tuesday as amid concerns 
that high energy costs could 
erode demand and hurt the 
global economy. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for April, 
shed $2.01 to close at 
$106.55 a barrel. 

In London, Brent North 
Sea oil for delivery in April 
settled at $121.55 a barrel, 
down $2.62 from Monday's 
closing level. 

"Oil prices have fallen... 
due to fears that high prices 
would lead to demand destruc¬ 
tion," said Westhouse Securi¬ 
ties analyst Andrew Matharu. 

"There are growing expec¬ 
tations that there will be no 
growth in global demand this 
year if high prices persist," he 
added. 

Oil prices fell for a second

straight day as traders booked 
profits from last week's nine- 
month high levels that had 
been stoked by intensifying 
concern over key crude-pro¬ 
ducing nation Iran. 

"It seems that investors 
were prompted to some profit 
taking, following the strong 
rally m crude oil prices in the 
last three weeks," Sucden an¬ 
alyst Myrto Sokou said. 

"So, it looks like a healthy 
correction lower in the oil 
market, while global equity 


markets are struggling to find 
some direction." 

Meanwhile, tensions be¬ 
tween Iran and the West over 
Tehran's controversial nuclear 
program were expected to 
continue to further support oil 
prices, according to analysts. 

"We do not expect any 
more pronounced or pro¬ 
longed price correction, as 
this is countered by the sup¬ 
ply risks due to the Iran cri¬ 
sis," Commerzbank analyst 
Carsten Fritsch said. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
blue-chip Dow Jones Indus¬ 
trial Average closed Tuesday 
above 13,000 for the first 
time since the financial crisis 
five years ago, as stocks ral¬ 
lied despite a mixed bag of 
economic news. 

The Dow, which had been 
testing the 13,000 level in re¬ 
cent sessions, finally finished 
a tick above it, at 13,005.12, 
up by 23.61 points (0.18 per¬ 
cent) from Monday's close. 

It was the highest finish 
for the 30-stock index of big 
US companies since May 19, 
2008, before Lehman Broth¬ 
ers bankruptcy sent markets 
into a tailspin. 

"It's proof that confidence 
has returned to the market," 
said Gregori Volokhine at 
Meeschaert New York, not¬ 
ing that the Dow "had tried to 
top this symbolic level sev¬ 
eral times." 

The tech-rich Nasdaq 
Composite climbed 20.60 
points (0.69 percent) to 
2,986.76. 

The S&P 500, a broad 
measure of the markets, ad¬ 
vanced 4.59 (0.34 percent) to 
1,372.18, its highest close 
since June 2008. 


Opening trade was damp¬ 
ened by the Commerce De¬ 
partment's report that new 
orders for US durable goods 
made a broad-based 4.0 per¬ 
cent dive in January after 
three straight months of 
gains. 

Adding to the negative 
mood was the closely 
watched S&P-Case Shiller 
housing market report, which 
showed home prices contin¬ 
ued to fall in December. 

But offsetting the gloom 
was the Conference Board's 
report on consumer confi¬ 
dence, which rebounded 
much stronger than expected 
in February after a fall the 
month before. 

On the Dow, consumer 
products giant Procter & 
Gamble added 1.0 percent. 
Bank of America was up 1.0 
percent and Wal-Mart, the 
world's largest retailer, rose 
0.8 percent. 

Apple was a big driver on 
the Nasdaq, adding 1.84 per¬ 
cent. Media reports said the 
company will launch the next 
iPad on March 7. 

GM shares tumbled 1.2 
percent after the Wall Street 
Journal reported that it would 
take a stake in French au¬ 
tomaker PSA Peugeot Cit¬ 
roen, which would raise one 
billion euros ($1.3 billion) 
through a rights issue to facil¬ 
itate the deal. 

Shares in Chinese online 
advertising group Sina Corp 
surged 11.26 percent despite 
the company's missing ana¬ 
lyst earnings estimates for its 
fourth quarter. 

Chipmaker Micron Tech¬ 
nology jumped 3.7 percent 
after announcing a deal with 
Intel to expand its NAND 
flash memory joint venture. 
Dow member Intel added 1.3 
percent. 

Bond prices fell. The yield 
on the 10-year Treasury rose 
to 1.93 percent from 1.92 per¬ 
cent on Monday, while the 30- 
year yield increased to 3.06 
percent from 3.04 percent. 

Bond prices and yields 
move in opposite directions.

Boeing celebrated delivery of the first 747-8 Intercontinental Tuesday, more than a year 
after originally planned. "It's been a long journey," Elizabeth Lund, vice president and 
general manager of the 747 program, said Tuesday. "It's been a great Journey." The In¬ 
tercontinental is the passenger version of the 747-8, Boeing's largest commercial air¬ 
plane. The first one went to a private customer, which Boeing didn't formally name but 
identified in a photo of the airplane as the Qatari government. Boeing executives will 
only say that the VIP customers for the airplane are all for heads of state, mostly in the 
Middle East. Boeing, which competes for orders with rival Airbus , has taken 36 orders 
- nine from non-airline customers - for the aircraft, which lists at $332.9 million.

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Malaysia scraps US singer 
show over Allah body art

KUALA LUMPUR 
(AFP) - Malaysia on 
Tuesday cancelled a con¬ 
cert by American singer 
Erykah Badu after a local 
newspaper sparked out¬ 
rage by running a photo 
of her with body art that 
included the Arabic word 
for "Allah." 

Information Minister 
Rais Yatim said in a mes¬ 
sage on Twitter that the 
concert was cancelled 
because it breached govern¬ 
ment guidelines on "religious 
sensitivities and cultural val¬ 
ues" in Muslim-majority 
Malaysia. 

A ministry official con¬ 
firmed to AFP that the show 
was scrapped but declined fur¬ 
ther comment. Concert organ¬ 
isers could not immediately be 
reached. 

The acclaimed soul artist 
had been scheduled to perform 
in the capital Kuala Lumpur on 
Wednesday. 

Islamic groups frequently 
oppose concerts by Western 
artists, alleging they promote 
promiscuous lifestyles and cor¬ 
rupt young minds, but rarely 
are high-profile acts cancelled 
once initial approval was 
granted. 

Badu is no stranger to con¬ 
troversy. 

She raised eyebrows in 
2010 with a video for the song 
"Window Seat" in which she 
strips naked while walking the 
street in Dallas, Texas where 
President John F. Kennedy was 
assassinated in 1963, falling 
"dead" at the fateful spot. 

Malaysia’s biggest English- 
language daily. The Star, came 
under fire for running a pre¬ 
view story on Monday includ¬ 
ing the photo, which showed 
various symbols on her upper 
body including in Arabic and 
Hebrew. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether the symbols were per¬ 
manent tattoos. Tattoos are for¬ 
bidden in Islam and many 
Muslims also frown upon de¬ 
pictions of the word "Allah" 
that are deemed frivolous or 
disrespectful. 

The Star ran an apology on 
Tuesday, saying the photo was 
published "inadvertently." 


Badu, who had mentioned 
her impending Malaysia gig in 
a tweet on Monday, did not im¬ 
mediately comment by Twitter 
following the cancellation. 

The Home Ministry has said 
it would issue a warning letter 
to The Star asking it to explain 
within one week how the 
photo came to be published. 
Three top editors were sum¬ 
moned to the ministry on Mon¬ 
day.

Tennis; Strange start for 
Federer's record bid 


Novak Djokovic in the semi¬ 
finals of last month’s Aus¬ 
tralian Open in Melbourne, 
trailed 3-4 in the final set to 
Michael Berrer of Germany 
before coming through. 

The third-seeded Scot ad¬ 
mitted to being ’’frustrated” 
with his up-and down per¬ 
formance after sneaking 
through 6-3, 4-6, 6-4 against 
an increasingly ambitious 
world number 116. 

Berrer became encouraged 
after Murray was unable to 
consolidate breaks of serve at 
3-2 in the second set, and at 1- 
0 and 2-1 in the final set. 

He became bolder and more 
aggressive, sometimes hitting 
fiercely angled drives, and 
more often charging the net to 
break up the rhythm of Mur¬ 
ray’s high quality ground 
strokes. 

Murray played a well-con¬ 
trolled and canny last three 
games to escape from the in¬ 
creasing danger, and after¬ 
wards complained of having 
felt unwell. 

”I felt like I wanted to vomit 
- I don’t know if I wasn’t hy¬ 
drated,” he said. ”I was feeling 
really really bad. I was getting 
it after long points and after 
getting up from the change¬ 
over. 

Another player seeded to 
reach the semi-finals here this 
week, Jo-Wilfried Tsonga, also 
had to battle hard to get over 
the first hurdle, beating a fel¬ 
low former Australian Open fi¬ 
nalist, Marcos Baghdatis 7-6 
(7/2), 6-4. 

The world number five 
from France only arrived at 
midnight the evening before 
the match but twice recovered 
from 15-40 on his serve in the 
second set. 


Roger Federer of Switzerland returns to Michael Llodra of 
France 


DUBAI (AFP) - Grand Slam 
record-holder Roger Federer 
began his attempt to win a 
record fifth Dubai Open title 
with one of the strangest victo¬ 
ries of his career. 

The Swiss legend won 6-0, 
7-6 (8/6) against France’s 
Michael Llodra in a match in 
which he won the first 11 
points and then the first set in 
only 17 minutes, only to find 
himself set point down in the 
second. 

Part of this schizoid quality 
was created by Llodra arriving 
late the night before from the 
Marseille Open final, starting 
slowly, and then ambushing 
Federer with some brilliant net 
attacks and a sudden leap in 
standard. 

”I don’t know when was the 
last time that happened to me,” 
said Federer of a first set in 
which he conceded only seven 
points. 

’’After that I had to make 
sure I controlled Michael as 
much as I could because I 
know he is a dangerous 
player.” 

So much so, that Llodra first 


had Federer break point down 
in the third game of the second 
set, a mini-crisis the second 
seed averted with a good serve, 
and then came from 2-4 down 
in the tie-breaker to hold set 
point at 6-5. 

Federer saved that with a fe¬ 
rocious forehand drive winner 
and then two rallies later pun¬ 
ished a Llodra second serve to 
close out the match. 

He next plays another left¬ 
hander, Feliciano Lopez, the 
world number 15 from Spain, 
whom he played in the 2004 
final here. 

The winner could play 
Mardy Fish for a place in the 
semi-finals, though the Amer¬ 
ican will have to beat Mikhail 
Youzhny, the Russian who got 
past another Frenchman 
Richard Gasquet, who was 
suffering from flu and retired 
after losing the first set 6-3. 

Earlier the three-time Grand 
Slam finalist Andy Murray 
was made to struggle by a 
qualifier before surviving his 
opening match. 

Murray, playing for the first 
time since almost halting 


LONDON (AFP) - Premier 
League clubs could be set for 
another huge cash windfall if 
the ’’realistic prospect” of Al 
Jazeera challenging rival Sky 
for the UK television rights 
comes to pass, according to a 
senior ESPN executive. 


The English Premier 
League is the world’s richest 
football league and its last 
three-year television deal, 
which runs out next season, 
brought in £3.5 billion ($5.4 
billion, 4.1 billion euros), of 
which £1.4 billion was paid by 


foreign broadcasters. 

In Britain, Sky shows the 
lion’s share of matches to a 
UK domestic audience, while 
fellow satellite station ESPN 
broadcasts a lesser number of 
live matches and the terrestrial 
BBC screens highlights. 

Qatar-based Al Jazeera, 
best known for its news cover¬ 
age of the Middle East, made 
rival television stations sit up 
and take notice when it beat 
Canal Plus to the French Ligue 
1 and Champions League 
rights. 

Their victory followed on 
the heels of Qatar Sports In¬ 
vestments (QSI) acquiring the 
majority shareholding of Ligue 
1 outfit Paris Saint Germain. 


Ross Hair, ESPN’s head of 
Europe, Middle East and 
Africa, believes Al Jazeera 
could challenge Sky for the 
next three-year contract — a 
move which if successful 
would put a major dent in 
Sky’s existing business plan. 

’’They have done some¬ 
thing very interesting in 
France in buying first division 
football against the incumbent 
satellite broadcaster Canal 
Plus and we’ve also looked at 
what they’ve done in other 
markets. 

’’You can draw parallels 
with the upcoming auction in 
the UK. Al Jazeera have the 
ambition to grow further in 
sport and into other markets.” 


ESPN, which has its roots in 
North America, are also set to 
enter the next auction as they 
look to maintain their share of 
the Premier League market — 
the station currently shows 23 
live matches a season. 

Premier League football 
has been one of the major driv¬ 
ers of Sky subscriptions and 
ever since its entry into Eng¬ 
lish football in the 1990s it has 
not faced a rival broadcast net¬ 
work of comparable financial 
strength. 

Qatar has not, historically, 
been a major football nation 
but it was catapulted into 
prominence when awarded the 
right to stage the 2022 World 
Cup.

Football: Euro 2012 contenders 
reach key staging post 


PARIS (AFP) - With 100 days 
to go until Euro 2012, the lead¬ 
ing candidates for the title will 
approach Wednesday’s 

friendly games knowing that 
this will be their last opportu¬ 
nity to experiment until the 
end of the season. 

Some, like Italy, Germany 
and England, have had 
changes imposed upon them 
by injuries, but others, like de¬ 
fending champions Spain, 
have been obliged to re-evalu- 
ate their resources after set¬ 
backs in recent matches. 

Spain are bidding to become 
the first team to win back-to- 
back European Championship 
titles, but their results since lift¬ 
ing the World Cup in 2010 
have quietly begun to erode 
their aura of invincibility. 

Although imperious in 
qualifying for Euro 2012, Vi¬ 
cente del Bosque's side have 
come unstuck in non-competi¬ 
tive matches, having lost heav¬ 
ily to Argentina and Portugal 
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in 2010 before going down to 
Italy and England last year. 

Their last outing saw them 
scrape a 2-2 draw with Costa 
Rica in November and Del 
Bosque reacted by making 
several adjustments to his 
squad for Wednesday's game 
with Venezuela at La Rosaleda 
in Malaga. 

Goal-shy Chelsea striker 
Fernando Torres has been 
overlooked by his country for 
the first time since November 
2006, while Barcelona's Pedro 
Rodriguez was also left out 
after several months disrupted 
by injuries. 

Athletic Bilbao youngster 
Iker Muniain and Valencia 
striker Roberto Soldado were 
the chief beneficiaries, but Del 
Bosque warned that the squad 
"was not a definitive list in an¬ 
ticipation of the Euro". 

With Spain's mantle slip¬ 
ping, Joachim Loew's young 
Germany team are widely seen 
as the side most likely to seize 
their crown in Poland and 
Ukraine. 

Germany finished their 
qualifying campaign with a 
perfect record of 10 wins and 
impressed in their last friendly 
outing in November, when 
they slickly dismantled World 
Cup finalists the Netherlands 
3-0 in Hamburg. 

The three-time European 
champions meet France in 
Bremen on Wednesday, when 
injuries to Philipp Lahm, Per 
Mertesacker, Bastian Schwe- 
insteiger, Mario Goetze and 
Lukas Podolski will oblige 
Loew to overhaul his preferred 
starting XI. 


"Despite the injuries, there 
is no intention to make big 
changes," said Loew. 

"Preparations for previous 
tournaments have shown that 
it makes little sense to give a 
detailed prognosis of who will 
ultimately be in the squad in 
February." 

Laurent Blanc's France, 
who edged Bosnia-Herzegov- 
ina to top spot in qualifying 
Group D, have also been ham¬ 
pered by injuries, with key 
strikers Karim Benzema and 
Loic Remy both ruled out of 
the game in Bremen. 

Italy, too, have problems in 
attack, with injury and ill 
health robbing coach Cesare 
Prandelli of strikers Giuseppe 
Rossi and Antonio Cassano. 

Prandelli also chose to omit 
Mario Balotelli for Wednes¬ 
day's encounter with the 
United States in Genoa, after 
the Manchester City forward 
had to serve a four-match ban 
for a stamp on Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur's Scott Parker. 

"I don't want players who 
commit reaction fouls and get 
sent off," Prandelli explained 
at the weekend. 

England's preparations for 
Euro 2012 were rocked by the 
resignation of coach Fabio 
Capello, meaning under-21 
coach Stuart Pearce will be in 
the dug-out for the game 
against the Netherlands at 
Wembley. 

Fitness concerns have not 
spared the Three Lions either, 
with strikers Wayne Rooney 
and Darren Bent and emerging 
Manchester United midfielder 
Tom Cleverley among the 
players ruled out of Wednes¬ 
day's match. 

Elsewhere, Ukraine visit Is¬ 
rael and fellow co-hosts 
Poland tackle Cristiano 
Ronaldo's Portugal, while 
Feyenoord's on-loan Manches¬ 
ter City striker John Guidetti is 
set to make his Sweden debut 
against Croatia in Zagreb. 

There will be a sombre 
mood, meanwhile, at Wales' 
encounter with Costa Rica in 
Cardiff, which is being played 
as a memorial match to late 
Wales manager Gary Speed. 


Foofjba//; Who's afraid 
of Ronaldo? asks 
Poland manager 


WARSAW (AFP) - Poland 
goalkeeper Woj ciech 

Szczesny is unfazed by the 
prospect of facing star Portu¬ 
gal striker Cristiano Ronaldo 
in a friendly today,m, man¬ 
ager Franciszek Smuda says. 

Speaking on the eve of the 
Euro 2012 co-hosts' debut 
game in Warsaw's new Na¬ 
tional Stadium — the venue 
for the opening match of the 
tournament in June — Smuda 
dismissed as "rubbish" claims 
that the Real Madrid forward 
would worry his keeper. 

"I can hardly imagine his 
legs are shaking. He's come 
up against so many multi-ti¬ 
tled players that he's not wor¬ 
ried, for sure," Smuda told 
reporters, in the wake of 
comments on Monday by 
Szczesny. 

Szczesny is the first-choice 
goalkeeper at English Pre¬ 
mier League club Arsenal, 
despite being only 21. 

With seven international 
caps since 2009, he has 
staked his claim as heir to a 
line of Poles in goal running 
from 1970s icon Jan 
Tomaszewski to the more re¬ 
cent generation's Jerzy 
Dudek and Artur Borne. 

Szczesny is one of 16 
names on Smuda's 22-man 
list for the Portugal match 
who play abroad — underlin¬ 
ing the relative weakness of 
the Polish league.- 

Seven play in Germany, 
notably striker Robert 
Lewandowski, midfielder 
Kuba Blaszczykowski and 
defender Lukasz Piszczek. 

The trio have played a key 
role in lifting Borussia Dort¬ 
mund to the top of the Bun- 
desliga, with Lewandowski 
earning the nickname 
"Lewangoalski". 

Lewandowski, 23, has 42 
Poland caps and 13 goals 
under his belt. 

But doubts remain as to 


whether Smuda can field him 
against Portugal, after he 
picked up an injury during 
Dortmund's 3-1 defeat of 
Hanover on Sunday, where 
he scored two goals. 

Like fellow Euro 2012 
hosts Ukraine, Poland have 
an automatic berth at the 
championships and have had 
to rely on friendlies to get 
ready. 

Having flunked their qual¬ 
ifying run for the 2010 World 
Cup, Poland will not have 
played a competitive match 
since the end of 2009 by the 
time they kick off Euro 2012 
against Greece in Warsaw on 
June 8. 

Their preparation cam¬ 
paign has been been patchy, 
upping the pressure on 
Smuda's side to perform 
against Portugal, who made 
the Euro 2012 cut after 
thrashing surprise performers 
Bosnia in the play-offs. 

Poland stand 70th in the 
global rankings of world 
football's governing body 
FIFA, compared to Portugal's 
sixth.

NBAs All-star Bryant suffers broken nose

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Kobe Bryant moved past 
Michael Jordan to become 
the leading NBA all-star 
game scorer but the mile¬ 
stone proved costly as the 
Los Angeles Lakers superstar 
suffered a broken nose Sun¬ 
day. 

The 3 3 -year-old American 
Bryant fractured his nose in 
the third quarter after being 
hit in the face by Miami Heat 
guard Dwayne Wade. 

Wade was assessed a foul 


for reaching in and slapping 
Bryant on the face and shoul¬ 
der with just under nine min¬ 
utes to go in the quarter. 

Bryant finished with 27 
points and had 271 career all- 
star game points by the end 
of the 61st NBA All-Star 
Game which was won by the 
Western Conference 152- 
149. 

A bloodied Bryant stepped 
up to the free-throw line and 
sank both shots. He remained 
in the game, playing eight 
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minutes in the fourth quarter 
and helping the West hold off 
a late charge by Team East. 

"An initial CT scan re¬ 
vealed a nasal fracture and he 
will be re-evaluated on Tues¬ 
day," Lakers spokesman John 
Black said Monday. 

The Lakers said they 
would not know until doctors 
examined the nose Tuesday 
whether the four-time all-star 
game MVP Bryant would be 
able to play in the Lakers 
next game on Wednesday 
against Minnesota. 

The Lakers host Miami on 
Sunday at Staples Center 
arena. 

Wade made no attempt to 
apologize for slapping 
Bryant, painting himself as 


the victim of two earlier fouls 
from Bryant. 

"I obviously didn't try to 
draw no blood, but I took a 
foul," Wade said. "Kobe 
fouled me two times in a row, 
so he's still got one up on 
me." 

About four minutes after 
the Wade elbow, Bryant sur¬ 
passed Michael Jordan's pre¬ 
vious record of 262 points 
when he took a pass from 
Kevin Durant for a dunk in 
the third quarter. 

The injury comes a week 
after Bryant blasted the Lak¬ 
ers' management in an exple¬ 
tive-laden outburst as he 
described his frustration with 
the way the NBA club was 
handling the Pau Gasol trade 
rumours. 


Speaking after the Lakers 
loss to Phoenix February 19, 
Bryant said he was upset with 
the constant rumours circu¬ 
lating around Spain's Gasol 
and the team since the start of 
the season. The NBA trading 
deadline is March 15. 

Bryant was making his 
14th straight all-star appear¬ 
ance which tied him with 
Jerry West, Karl Malone, and 
former Laker teammate 
Shaquille O'Neal for the most 
consecutive all-star berths in 
league history. 

In last year's all-star con¬ 
test in Los Angeles, home¬ 
town hero Bryant scored 37 
points in the West's 148-143 
win over the East at Staples 
Center. 
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
